Please amend claims 60, 61 and 66 as set forth below: 

60. (Thrice Amended) In an immunoassay to detect the presence of antibodies 
to a human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) in a human sample comprising contacting said 
sample with an envelope {env) antigen comprising an immunogenic amino acid sequence 
from the env donnain of said HIV and determining whether antibodies are bound to said 
env antigen, the improvement comprising employing as said env antigen a synthetic 
polypeptide [wherein said synthetic polypeptide is prepared by chemical synthesis].
